here is the crux of the problem. It would be 
' quixotic to think of universal suffrage de the 
: basis of a constitional autonomous goverritnent 
‘under foreign control. The overwhelming 
majority consists of absolutely illiterate ttién 
' steeped in primitive ignorance, and such of the 
new generation of fellaheen as are having their 
; eyes opened to. the light of an elementary 
education are scarcely qualified to have a voice 
in such a hypothetical elective system. Besides, 
supposing that a large section is educated and 
fitted for embodying constituencies organized 
on European lines, an elective system based on 
plurality of votes would still be inconvenient, 
| not to say impossible, owing to the diversity 
of creeds and nationalities. And to propose a 
representative system based on racial and

Mr. Dicey, viz., the taking off of the sting of 
unpopularity, Besides, by far a great deal of 
the wealth of the land is in the hands now of 
foreigners, and what some fanatics have called 
“Intrus” ; and it is not conceivable that those 
who are at the head of the land’s industrial 
and agricultural activities, and, indeed, control 
practically the finances of Egypt, should not 
only have almust no share in the internal 
administration, but be left at the tender 
mercies of the incompetent Moslem majority. 
Mr. Dicey may object that there is: the repre- 
sentative of the Protecting Power to prevent 
abuses. But in his “for interieur” he who knows 
Egyptand the Egyptiansso well must reulize that 
the position of the Representative under these 
abnormal and, indeed, impdssible conditions 
would be untenable. The result, in so far as the 
susceptibilities of the Egyptians as a whole 
are concerned, would be worse than what Mr. 
Dicey now -eems to deplore. J may repeat that 
Egypt is composed of too heterogeneous ele- 
ments to admit of safe and prope: administra- 
tion, even of an internal kind, at the hands 
of the representatives of the large Moslem 
majority. I will not allude hereto the qualifica- 
tions of this majority asa whole for adminis- 
trative ability, from motives of delicacy and 
broad toleration. It is easy to make proposals 
in the shape of principles and leave the work- 
ing of the practical details to others, or rather’ 
to one, viz., the Resident. .% 

Then Mr. Dicey would have us retain the 
old and obsolete laws and customs, and allow 
a considerable latitude to these native admi- 
nistrators in thedischarge of their functions, 
not calling them even to account in case their 
administfation be considered somewhat dif- 
ferent from the view entertained by the 
Protecting Power. This is tantamount to the 
sacrifice of a small yet all-important. minority 
to a very large yet to a certain extent back- 
ward and negligible majority. In discussing 
problems of Egypt we must not lose sight of 
the fact that it is becoming more and more 
cosmopolitan, got to speak of the political 
importance of the country as a factor in the 
balance of power and the preservation of peace ; 
and just as in the days of the early Caliphate 
the land was conquered by the Moslems aud 
appropriated by them, it is now, by the same 
law, p ssing into the stronger hand of European 
civilization under the ‘guidance of England. 
Che more rational view would be that tho 
large yet feeble majority should be taught 
and brought up to the level cf thy dominant 
and intelligent minority, without of course 
touching inany way religious susceptibilities, 
Foreign, and we may say, international in- 
terests at stake in Egypt are too many and 
important to be jeopardized by such a change as 
is proposed, and that simply to avoid an un- 
popularity which, to a large extent, is un- 
warrantable, and may be perhaps got over by 
less drastic means,

SYRIAN OPINION ON “THE EGYPT 
OF THE FUTURE.” 


A Syrian resident in Cairo sends us the 
following interesting criticism on Mr Edward 
Diceys recent work “The Egypt of the 
Future : — 

Mr. Edward Dicey’s recent book “The 
Egypt ofthe Future,” has at last given us, 
in a somewhat concrete form, tha Nationalists’ 
policy. It is, indeed, the first constructive 
elaboration, to my knowledge, of the National- 
ist programme in an attenuated form. Mr. 
Robertson, M P., in his recent treatise, has 
very ably discussed the problem of Egypt ; 
but his argument was almost purely psycho- 
logical and philosophical. In its abstract form 
it is almost irrefutable, but in its practical 
application it seems toa man born in the East, 
and fully acquainted with the mentality of 
the Egyptians, and their social and political 
life, somewhat of a failure, I need hardly 
make any reference here to the innumerable 
discussions of the Native Nationalist Press, 
because full of beautiful sentiments as they 
are, they are nothing but the expression of 
wild impulses sometimes of real, but more 
often, of pseudo-patriotism, and we see in them 
none of the practical sense and logic which 
alone can form the basis for the materialization 
of a national cause. Thevefore Mr. Dicey’s 
book remains the sole work susceptible of 
palpable dissection. It is also the most deserv- 
ing of study and comment, in view of the 
knowledge of the author of Egyptian matters, 
and his long experience ‘erivéd from local 
sources. I have not had the privilege yet to 
get hold of a copy of Mr. Dicey’s buok, but as 
in the conclusion reproduced in the “Egyptian 
Gazette” he outlines in a summary manner his 
proposed scheme, the same may be taken asa 
subject for the discussion thereof. 

Mr. Dicey is very clear aud categorical in 
his proposals. While he advocates the retention’

\\ STATISTICS. FOR 1906. 


With the publication of the Customs Ratorns 
for December, the figures relating to the exports 
and imports during 1906 ace available, and a 
brief stady of sach statistios may possibly not 
be without interest to some of our member-, 
says the Joarnal of the British Chamber of 
Commerce. . 

The total imports cleared through the 
Customs daring the twelve months ending 
8tat Dacember last were valaed at LE. 
24 010,795, being an increase over 1905 of 
L.E. 2,446,719. These latter figares are nearly 
two and a half times larger than the expan- 
sion in 1905, thongh they fall considerably 
short of the increase of LE. 8,806,893 which 
was noted when the returns for 1904 were 
compsred with 1903. As we have previously 
pointed ont, the rate of progress shown daring 
1904 was to some extent an artifivial one doe 
ik the main to overatocking by marchants, 
and it is, theref»re, only nataral to fiad that 
the pace was not maintsined daring the last 
two years, :
